Separation to Comply With 
Rules of Board. 


Mrs. Ida Marie Eversden testified in 
Judge Fisher’s court Monday afternoon 
that her purpose in seeking a divorce 
from Percy B. Eversden, churen or- 
ganist, is to enable her to qualify as @ 
teacher in the public schools. She said 
that when she applied for a position 
Supt. Blewett informed her that her 
credentials were good, but that a mar- 
ried woman is prohibited from teach- 
ing under the rules of the Board of 
Education. 

“Don’t you think you are better off 
as a married woman than to have the 
reputation of being a divorcee?“ Judge 
Fisher inquired. 

The witness answered that her hus- 
band had not supported her and their 
family in the way she thought he 
should ‘have done and that she could 
take better care of their four children 
if she could teach school. “I want a 
| divorce because I want a position in 
the schools,“ she reiterated. ‘‘A mere 
separation won't help me.“ 

Rector Ia Character Witness. 

After hearing further testimony the 
Court took the case under advisement. 
Eversden didanot appear in court. The 
Rev. E. Duckworth,’ rector of the 
Episcopal ‘Church of the Redeemer. 
where Eversden formerly was organ- 
ist, went on the stand as a character 
witness for the plaintiff. 

According to Mrs. Eversden her hus- 
band, while extravagant in his personal 
expenditures, was economical] in his al- 
lowance for his household bills. He 
gave her $1 a day to pay these ex- 
penses, she said. Mrs. Eversden added 
that he thought nothing of smoking ex- 
pensive cigars all day long and of treat- 
ing his friends to cigars on all occa- 
sions. She also said he was very fond

out sufficient funds for the house. 
She mentioned that one of such times 
was when he and a party of cricket

The Eversdens were married in En- 
gland, Oct. 8, 1890, and separated finally 
Dec. U, 1912. At the time of the sepa- 
ration they lived at 4464 Labadie gve- 
nue. Mrs. Eversden and her children 
now lve at 4327 Ashland avenue. Her 
son Frank was a witness for her. He 
testified that his father spent much 
time away from home and was not so- 
ciable, Eversden’s income from his mu- 
sic is $200 a month, it was testified.

It is an admitted fact that not even 
the British Museum can match the 
amazing collection of volumes and man- 
uscripts stored in the Morgan library. 
adjoining his residence in East Thirty- 
sixth street. : 

Entering the building through the 
great bronze doors, carved by Itallan 
artists of renown 400 years ago, th 
visitor finds a score of jeweled volumes, 
the ancient binding incrusted with flash- 
ing gems. In this room is the famous 
“Ashburnham Gospels.“ Close by is a 
Flemish Liber Decretalium in vellum 
completely covered with ancient in- 
taglios in garnet, amethyst and crystal. | 

On wide glass shelves around the room 
‘epose the books. Here are Bibles—30 
shelves of them. Here are Gutenberg 
Bibles in paper and vellum, a Hebrew 
Bible made 600 years ago, Coverdale 
Bibles, Bibles in every known tongue 
and upward from the very beginning of 
Bible making: 

The large majority of the poets are 
represented by authentic first editions. 
Morgan’s Own Library. 

In a room known as Morgan’s owh 
library is tHe cream of the: Morgan col- 
lection, say persons who have seen the 
books there. Each book is a master- 
piece which has no counterpart any- 

where in the world. 

There is still another chamber, a 
small one, with walls of burglar-proof 
steel, a door of steel and shutters of 
steel at the windows. In this vault-like 
room repose the most precious Morgan 
treasures. Here are the things that 
could not be duplicated if destroyed. 
One of these is Golden Gospels,“ the 
gift of Leo X to Henry VIII. Holbein 
is supposed to have been the creator of 
the superb binding that covers this vol- 
ume. Its papers are of purple and the 
lettering upon them is done 
nished gold. 

Another treasure is the „Naples Offi- 
cer,“ to the making of which the great 
Ciovio devoted 10 years. Its binding is 
of silver, wonderfully carved. Beside it 
lies the prayer book of Charles VIII and 
a Book of Hours, made for Mary Stu- 
art. The books include a missal of 
Juan II of Aragon, with pages fllumi- 
nated by a secret process long lost to 
art; an apocalypse of the twelfth cen- 
tury, a Syriac Bible nearly 1200 years 
old and a volume bound by Padeloup 
for Louis XV. 

The most valuable things in the treas- 
ure vault are the manuscripts—originais 
from the pens of dead masters of En- 
glish literature: Byron’ s originals, 
bought in Greece; letters of Burns,

The Rev. Louis Scott de Burgh moved 
out of the parsonage of the Windsor 
Memorial Methodist Episcopal Church, 
in Baden, early Tuesday morning, the 
Board of Trustees having paid him $12.33 


Church, less $2.50, which was deducted 
because the pastor was absent from his 
pulpit one Sunday. 

The Rev. Mr. de Burgh, who an- 
nounced Monday that he had renounced 
Methodism as being too emotional and 
would enter the Congregational minis- 
try, has moved with his family—wife, 
mother-in-law and six children—to 7128 
Pennsylvania avenue. His Salary as pas- 
tor has been $10 a month. He does lit- 
erary work on the side,“ he says, for 
extra income. 

: At a session of the church Board of 
Trustees Monday night, with the min- 
ister present, a member of the board 
accused the Rev. Mr. de Burgh of abus- 
ing his wife. 

This accusation was mentioned by 
the clergyman when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called at the parsonage 
Tuesday while the moving-out was 
in process. Mrs. de Burgh, who was 
present, said: 

He's the best husband in the 
world. He buys me silk gowns and 
everything I want, If I don’t get such 
sowns, he'll make me do it.” 

Calls It “Cheap John Church.” 

The Rev. Mr. de Burgh said to the 
reporter: “This church ought to be 
called the Cheap John’s Church—and 
by that I mean that it’s a Cheap John 
one. The members look through gold- 
rimmed eyeglasses at the contribu- 
tion box, take money from one pock- 
et and put it into another pocket. 

“One reason they don’t like me is 
that my wife wears better clothes 
than some of the other women in 
the congregation. 

Another reason is that my mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Elizabeth Hengen, who lives 
with us, is a Roman Catholic, and 
my wife is a Lutheran. They don’t like 
tne idea of a Catholic and a Lutheran 
living in a Methodist parsonage. 

“They scrap amongst themselves, and 
when anything is to be done each knows 
a different and a better way to do it. 
I am the fifth pastor who has been 
kicked out. These people are spiritual 
butchers.“ 

Congregation a Small One. 

Mrs. Ada Nattrass of 1106 McClaran 
avenue, treasurer of the church board, 
told the roperter that the minister was 
“docked” for being absent a Sunday 
when the coal bill was settled. The 
Rev. Mr. De Burgh confirmed the state- 
ment.
